PHONETIC SYMBOLS FOR WRITING 
OBINESE : 
“Wo haye reecived the March number of 
the Chinese ‘Recorder, which is more than 
usually interesting. .The first papery ‘A 
system of phonetic symbols for writing the 
dinlocts of China’ by Rev. ‘T. PB, Crawford, 
D.D., willundonbtedly attract most attea- 
tion, Le Crawford, convinced that if the 
Chinese aro, to advance in intellectual .at-’ 
tainmenta their written Iangnage muat be 
‘sinaplified go a8 to make it easily learned by 
‘the majority of the inhabitants, has devoted 
his ‘spare time. duting many long years 
to ‘the discovery. of a simple method 
of writing thd different, dialects of Chinese. 
Ho was from the first convinced of. the im- 
possibility of oxpreysing correctly all the 
various suunds of the dialects: by means of 
the:Romtn alphabets which, besides, was 
ciitirely unudapted to the Chinese habits of 
‘weiling. * About thirty years ago he invent- 
‘eit'a stroke-system, which was attended 
with some success, -bit which fell into dis- 
use,’ He has sinco perfected his system 
and claims to have at last overcome the 
difficulty of writing tho tone signs. | Speak- 
ing of this, he saya :— : 


‘While looking over one of. my old 
Phonetic Primers for the purpose of correet- 
ing some misprints befors sending it off, 
¥anexpectedly discovered a most. ready 


"| way of making every tone. and~ every final 


consonant sign required by any dialect as 
an integral” part: of each character. This 
unexpacted discovery removed the stubborn 
difficulty of thirty-five yosrs’ standing, aud 
at ‘once revived tho hope of a phonetic 
literature free from. the debasing effects of 
heathenism, and saturated with Christian 
thought for the millions of China, It now 
seewed. to me only a question of time, and 
I again, went, to- work on it with re. 
newed faith and vigor. I havo spent my 
summer‘ vucation in’ perfecting — the 
system in harmony with: this discovery, 
and. now everything entering” inte the 
distinction of Chinese words has been, pro- 
vided for.
